Camilla

of this city, was "sand-bagged" and 
shot to death by two men whom he 
found trying to force an entrance to 
his store at a late hour last night. 


It had always been Elikan's cus­ 
tom to count up his money after 
closing the store at night and 
after 
assorting it according to its denomin­ 
ation in small coin sacks, to place it 


all in a hand traveling bag and carry 
it to his bed-room ahove the store for 
safe-keeping. 
He 
closed the 
store 
last night, and at 9 o'clock called at 
the residence of W. W. Lowe, adjoin 


ing, 
to pay a visit to Miss 
Ethel 
Lowe, who kept books for him and 
to whom he was engaged to be mar­ 
ried. 


As the night was fine the young 
couble took a stroll, Elikan leaving 
his money just inside his store door. 


On their return, some time later, he 


got the satchel and went to the Lowe 


watched him enter the

dence andwaited for him. 
When In 
appeared they made a noise to attraci 
him from the light of the street lamps- 
jnto the darkness at the rear of the 
store, where they struck him with a 
sandbag, forcing him to his knees. 
It is believed that he recognized 
his 
assailants, and that they, seeing this, 
shot him. 


The ball entered the body just over 
the left collarbone, ranged downward 
and shattered 
the seventh verviral 
vertebra-, injuring 
the spinal cord. 
Elikan died at 2 o'clock this morning 
in the Lowe residence. 


In the satchel stolen Miss Lowe 
estimates that there was about $300. 


The robbers cut a hole in the satchel 
abstracted the money, placed empty 
sacks and a "stocking sandbag" in­ 
side it and threw it into 
the 
sea. 
Marshal Kinman found the various 
articles washing about the beach to­ 
day.
